Arrival of the Obelisk in New 
York, 


The Relic of Ancient Days te be Erected 
on American Soil at an 
Early Day. 


— — — — 


NEW YORK, July 20.—-A World reporter 
boarded the Dessouk at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing and interviewed Commander Gorringe 
as to the obelisk and his trip. The eommand- 
er said that they left Alexandria June] 12, 
and Gibraltar onthe 25th. The weather con- 
tinued fine, and nothing particular occurred 
until the 6th of July at 8 o’cloek in the morn- 
ing. We were going along eight and ahalf 
knots with a smooth sea, when all at once the 
engine stopped and we founa the after crank 
shaft broken short off. Of course we made 
sail and began to dismantle the shaft and take 
the engine to pieces. We worked night and 
day until the 12th. On the evening of the 
12th we were ready to start again, having put 


in a new shaft. There is 

A STORY 
connected with this shaft. When 
I bought the vessel in Alexandria I 


purchased her with everything on board and 
belonging to her, and afterward I found that 
this spare shaft belonged to her and wasin 
the stores, andihad the greatest fight you 
ever heard of for two months before I could 
get them te give me the shaft, but I 
got it at last and it saved us 
from a very long passage. On the day 
after I brokethe shaft we were speken by 
the Austrian bark Meltuno, of Persaguo, and 
I requested the Oaptain te deliver for me at 
any port the following telegram: 

To the Honorable Secretary of the Navy: 

The steamer Dessouk with obelisk broke 
the crane shaft July 6, latitude 37, longitude 
47. The spare shaft is being fitted. Probable 
detention ten days untilrepairs are com- 

leted. Will try to keep between parailels 

4 and 37:30.

JEFFERSON CITY; Mo., July 20.—Jefferson 
City is now in the first throes of the State 
Convention, and is rapidly becoming unpleas- 
antly overcrowded. About two-thirds of the 


delegates have arrived, in addi- 
tion to the large army of friends 
and workers of the candidates, 


whose names are legion. The Madison House 
is the political beadquarters, and here the 
caldron of candidates is boiling and seething. 
It was 4 o’clock this morning before the poli- 
ticians retired, and yet at 7a. m. they were 
up, bright as birds, and singing as 
blithely the praise of their particular men. 
All day the Madison House has been in a state 
of ferment. 
CRITTENDEN ARRIVES. 

Col. Crittenden arrived this morning from 
Warrensburg, and his headquarters are in 
Parlor 12 of the Madison, where he receives 
his friends. Crittenden’s personal magnetism 
is gaining him hosts of friends, but above all 
he has the workers. His success seems as- 
sured on the first ballot. 

CRITTENDEN’S STRENGTH. 

The Tribune pubitshed a list of delegates 
freémthe various counties to-day who are 
for Crittenden, showing a total of 271 1-2. 
These hgures excited a kiud of panic among 
the anti-Crittenden men. Allowing, however, 
for all errors, it seems certain at 
present that he will have from 220 to 230 
votes, enough to control the convention. 

WHAT CRITTENDEN SAYS. 

Col. Crittenden said to your correspondent: 
Jam more than satistied with the result. 
During the whole of the campaign I have not 
said an unkind word against my 
competitors. My friends have stood 
by me nobly, and if I am nominated it will be 
without any pledges of any kind.“ The Crit- 
tendem headquarters are supremely confident. 

HOCKADAY. 

Gen. Hockaday has established himself in 
Parlor No. 11. where he is surrounded by hia 
active partisans, Celsus Price, Col. Henry 
Young, of Springfield, Ed. Silver and 
ex-Speaker Belch. Hockaday wears an 
anxious, wearied look and evidentiy feels the 
strain of the excitement. Hetold your cor- 
respondent that he was confident of success. 
When asked upon what he based his calcula- 
tions he said: I can’t give auy figures, but I 
am all right.’’ 

Ex-Speaker Belch claims 175 votes for Hock - 
aday on the first ballot. 

MARMADUKE. 

General Marmaduke’s headquarters are in 
parlor 10, directly opposite Crittenden’s. His 
three brothers are here working iu his inter- 
est. R. Graham Frost is his right 
hand man, and is dere conduct- 
ing the fight on bis behalf. Said Frost 
to; the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent, 1 
give Crittenden and Marmaduke from 150 to 
170 voteson the first baliot, and Hockaday 
about 100. After that Marmaduke will draw 
from both of them, and will, I believe, 
be nominated. “ Marmaduke himself 
said, “et am satisfied with 
the outlook. My friends are stalwarts and 
will stand by me. Crittenden cannot be 
nominated on the first ballet, and after that I 
shall gain more strength than either.” 

THE ABSORBING TOPIC. 

The Gubernatorial race is the absorbing 
theme.
